TIIE KANAWHA VALUBX.

Thirty-seven miles east of Huntington
the road strikes the Big Kanawha Eivtfr,
out of which large amounts of coal, lum¬
ber, hoop poles, ealt and other products of
the valley are taken. The road runs along
this stream through the great Kanawha
valley to the head waters, when* it runs

up the New River. The valley has quite
an interesting history, aud from it we
learn the name "Kanawha" in the In¬
dian means "river of the woods," pro¬
bably so called from the magnificent
timber of this district, of which a

portion still remains. The valley
of the Great Kanawha from the
fallp to the Ohio ttiver is one of posi¬
tive beauty. Hills with irregular crests,
averaging in height 700 feet above the
stream enclose this valley with every
changing and very graceful outlines. Be¬
tween the well wooded slopes of these
hills is Bpread in pleasing contrast, a

fertile river bottom never less than one-
half mile in width and frequently much
greater. At Point Pleasant, where the
Kanawha river enters "the Ohio, was

fought (1774,) the desperate battle which
decided the white supremacy of the OhioI
.the colonial forces, commanded by An-'
drew Lewis, and the Indian by their
chief, Cornpfanter. Indian relics abound
in the valley, reminding us it was one of
their favorite resting places-and well
wor& a death struggle.

CUABLHTON.

Fifty-two miles east of Huntington, on

the opposite aide of the Kanawha river
from the depot, is pleasantly located this
thriving city of about 6,000 inhabitants,
which by a late vote of the people is to
be the Capital of the 8tate of West Vir-
ginia after 1885. The seat of government
was for a year or so located here, and a

fine substantial building was erected for
the officers of State and Legislature, but
after some agitation it was removed to
Wheeling, where anoOfer large State
building was erected. The questiod waa

finally submitted to a vote of the people
for settlement, and Charleston won.
The change, however, waa not
to take place nntil 1885. An

* appropriation of $50;000 was made by the
Legislature to enlarge and improve the
Charleston Capitol buildings, and the con¬
tract for the work was awarded to Mr. A.
H. fiheppard, the builder of the Wheel¬
ing Capitol building, who will proceed to
work with a force of men as soon as all

. arrangements are completed. Charleston
is also largely interested in industries
such as the production of coal, lumber,
salt, 6c.. and ia doubtless destined, at no
distant day, to be one of the busy towni

* of the State.
